"That it may be Enafled ; anB 6e it ®naacB, by the KING’S Moft Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the 
Authority of the fame, That it ihall.be lawful for His Majefty by any Order 
■Cgnjfied by the Lord Lieutenant or .other Chief Governor or Governors of 
/retef for the time being, or his or their Chief Secretary, to order and 
dtrea aiiy 'fiich ' Regiments of the Line as His Majefty fliall name and ap-

loon as conveniently mav be, be transferred to fome Officer of ftich Re- 
crlraent or Corps, or fuch Officer as His Majefty may have appointed to 
feceiveMen enlifted under this A 6 , and ffiall have and be entitled to fuch 
Bounty, and in fuch Manner as His Majefty may, in that Behalf dired, 
to<^ethW with Subfiftence, Pay, and Clothing, to be paid and furnifiied in

Provided always, and be it Enaaed, That if any Perfon fo difeharged 
from the faid Militia, for the Purpofe of being enlifted into His Majefty’s 
Regular Forces under this Aa, fhall refufe to enlift ])urfnanr to any De- 
claration of being defirous to enlift fo made by mm as aforefaid, or fhall 
be rejeaed by any Officer to be appointed for inJjjeaing Men fo offering 
•to enlift, or fhall by any Means not be aaually enlifted into the Regular 
--•Forces under this Aa, then and in every fuch Cafe Inch Perfon fhall goii- 
-tinue to belong to the Regiment, Battalion, or Corps of Militia from which 
he fhall have been fo difeharged for the Purpoft of being enlifted as afore- 4 
Taid, notwithftancling any fuch Difeharge.
